501(c\(3): Most of us know by 
now that the members at the last 
meeting voted all in favor of 
amending the articles and the 
bylaws to support the 5013 
application. That will be 
forthcoming. However, the 
articles approved were not the 
‘same articles that Marshall 
recommended, since the 
members present voted to 
remove the word “exclusively” 
from the articles, 


After consulting with Marshall, 
we can't do that and expect the 
the 501c3 application to be 
approved, Therefore at the next 
meeting I'll move to include it 
again. According to Marshall, 
here's why it must be in there. 


I'll try to remember his words, 
but basically he says the purpose 
must state that we're organized 
“exclusively” for educational and 
charitable purposes. This word 
“exclusively” is necessary to 
sufficiently limit our stated 
purposes. However, it DOES 
NOT limit our activities. As long 
as our primary purpose remains 
the same, we're allowed to 
conduct incidental activities, such 
as swapfests, dinners, parties, As 
long as we don't take any money 
received as donations and 
distribute it directly to the club 
members, we're all right. 


As far as the IRS is concerned, if 
we don't sufficiently limit the 
purpose (not the activities, just 
the purpose), then we don't get 
the tax status. If we simply say 
our purpose is charitable and 
educational, related to amateur 
radio, we leave it open to have 
other purposes, such as operating 
a commercial broadcast station. 
If this were the case, we wouldn't 
get the status. 


But by stating that we're 
organized “exclusively” for the 
stated purposes, the IRS knows 
that we are not planning to have 
other purposes such as operating 
a broadcast station, but we still 
can have incidental activities 
such as a swapfest, ete

The FCC has announced that as 
of January 1, 1998, Amateur 
Radio applicants may only submit 
FCC Forms 610, 610 A and 
610B that carry an edition date 
of September 1997. After the 
first of the new year, previous 
editions of Form 610 will not be 
accepted for filing by the 

FCC or by Volunteer Examiner 
Coordinators (VECs). Amateurs 
may begin using the new Form 
610s now 


‘The major change on the new 
form is a certification that says 
the applicant has "read and will 
comply with Section 97.13(c) of 
the Commission's Rules" 
regarding RF radiation safety and 
the amateur service section of 
OST/OET Bulletin No 65, 
Evaluating Compliance 

with FCC-Specified Guidelines 
for Human Exposure to Radio 
Frequency Electromagnetic 
Fields. 


But, Amateur Radio Supplement 
B of Bulletin 65, which has 
additional information on how to 
conduct a routine RF safety 
evaluation and explains other 
aspects of RF safety, is still in the 
draft stages and not yet available 
to the ham radio community, 
ARRL Executive Vice President 
David Sumner, K1ZZ, said it's 
essential that the FCC make 
Supplement B available in time 
for hams to complete their 
evaluations to meet the deadlines 
in the rules. 


ARRL Lab Supervisor Ed Hare, 
WIRFI, who's been involved in 
reviewing the draft supplement, 
said he expects the FCC to 
release it sometime in November. 
“Above all, it is important that 
the required station evaluation be 
as easy as possible for hams," he 
said, "The FCC has pretty much 
met that goal. Additionally, most 
hams, by virtue of their power 
levels, will not need to do an 
evaluation at all." 


Section 97.13(c) says that before 
you transmit "from any place 
where the operation of the 
station could cause human 
exposure to RF electromagnetic 
field levels in excess of those 
allowed," you have to perform a 
routine RF environmental 
evaluation if your transmitter 
PEP exceeds these limits: 160-40 
meters, 500 W; 30 meters, 425 
W; 20 meters, 225 W; 17 meters, 
125 W; 15 meters, 100 W; 127 
meters, 75 W; 10 meters, 50 W; 
VHF (all bands), 50 W; 70 cm, 
70 W; 33 cm 150 W; 23 cm, 200 


W, 13 om 250 W, SHF/EHE (all 
bands) 250 W. If the routine 
environmental evaluation 
indicates that the RF 
Electromagnetic fields could 
exceed the maximum permissible 
exposure limits, you must take 
action to prevent human 
exposure

Judging from the high solar flux 
and sunspot activity over a 
month ago, recently we expected 


W 


to see more of that same activity, 
since the Sun rotates relative to 
Earth once every 27.5 days. 
Unfortunately by the time the 
rotation was complete, most of 
those active regions were gone. 


This week we saw solar activity 
up only by alittle. On five out of 
seven days the solar flux was 
above the average for the 
previous ninety days. 
Geomagnetic activity was up a 
lot though over last weekend, 
when the Estimated Planetary K 
Index was up to six over several 
periods. This is a very high 
value, indicating very stormy 
conditions with high absorption 
of radio signals, 


The most recent forecast 
indicates a small rise in solar flux 
into the low nineties next week, 
peaking around October 22 and 
23, then dropping back to the 
mid-eighties before the end of the 
month. In November look for 
unsettled to active geomagnetic 
conditions around the Sth and 
6th. 


The NOAA Space Environment 
Center reported that a panel of 
solar experts met recently and 
fixed the probable date for the 
recent solar minimum around 
October, 1996, with a possible 
range from May through 
December. Panelists believe that 
Cycle 23 should be a large cycle, 
but not as big as Cycle 19 in the 
late nineteen fifties. They expect 
it to peak around March, 2000, 
with a range from June, 1999 to 
January, 2001
